S.O. 971. —Whereas the President has by notification published in the 
Gazette of India, on the 2nd April, 1962, called upon the elected members of the 
Legislative Assembly of Jammu and Kashmir to elect a member to the Council 
of States. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
39 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, the Election Commission hereby 
appoints with respect to the said election— 

(a) the 9th April, 1962, as the last date for making nominations; 

(b) the 11th April, 1962, as the date for the scrutiny of nominations; 

(c) the 14th April, 1962, as the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures; 

(d) the 21st April, 1962, as the date on which a poll shall, If necessary, be 

taken; and 

(e) -the 25th April, 1962, as the date before which the election shall be 

completed.

—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 21 of the Represen¬ 
tation of the People Act, 1951, the Election Commission, In consultation with the 
Government of Jammu and Kashmir, hereby designates Shrl G. N. Naqashbandi, 
Secretary, Legislative Assembly, to be the Returning Officer for the election by 
the elected members of the Legislative Assembly of the State to fill the vacancy 
in the Council of States to be caused by the retirement of Khawaja Hakim All. a 
member, wnose term of office expires on the 2nd April, 1962.
